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WHITAKER WRIGHT ENDS | 
CONVICTION 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Jan. 26.—Within one hour after 


Whitaker Wright, king of the get-rich- 
quick men, was convicted of fraud and 
sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude 
today, he was dead. 

While it is officially given out that he 
d'ed of heart disease, it is generally be- 
lieved that he took polson. 

Wright's friends say he was hopeful of 
acquittal from the first, but that he often 
declared that, if convicted, he would sure- 
ly take his own life. This, apparently, is 
what. happened. 
| He was removed to a hospital from the 
courtroom as soon as he was stricken, but 
died in a few minutes. 

Justice Bigham, in passing sentence, said 
he could see nothing to excuse the crime 
of which Wright had been convicted and he 
could not conceive a worse case. He must. 
therefore, allot the most severe punishment 
the law permitted. 

Wright, who had stood up to receive his 
sentence, said in a firm voice:

Whitaker Wright 
ruined Lord Dufferin, former governor- 
reneral of Canada, who became his con- 
ding tool. The ch n following the 
bursting of the gantic bubble hastened 
the death of Lord Dufferin at Clandeboye. 

He established himself in Park Lane, 
London, among the African millionaires. 
He lived next to Lord Londonderry and 
had in Surrey a county seat filled with 
masterpieces of art.

For long it has been a 
frequent boast with him that he has 
lunched with King Edward and dined with 
the King of the Belgians, besides being on 
friendly terms with dukes, earis and lords.

Hope for Victims of Harwick Mine 
Disaster Gone With Passing of En- 
‘tire Day Without the Rescuers 
Reaching Them. 


PITIFUL SCENES AT SHAFT 
WHERE FAMILIES GATHER 


Heroic Designer of Mine, Who Was 
First to Enter to Give Aid, Per- 
ished From the Afterdamp—Volun- 


teers Work All Night. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 26.—The last hope for 
the lives of any of the 184 men entombed 
in the Harwick mine of the Allegheny Coal 
Co., two miles from Cheswick, Pa., was 
given up today when George W. Scheetz, 
general manger of the mine, said he be- 


ifeved that not one of them would be 
brought out alive. 


Now the cry is for more men to come to 
the rescue. 

Volunteers are needed to work back 
through the debris to where the miners 
are imprisoned, and where, possibly, some 
may have managed to survive. 

Already four men are known to be dead, 


among them Selwin M. Taylor of this 
icity, who was the first of the rescue party 
to reach the bottom of the shaft. His 
body was brought to the top of the shaft 
this morning. 

Taylor, who was one of the best-known 
mining engineers in western Pennsyl- 
vania, lost his life in an effort to save the 
lives of the entombed men. He had 
planned and plotted the mine and was 
called’ by the Allegheny Coal Co. ag the 
man best fitted to lead the forlorn hope. 

He went down into the mine bravely, 
and with him went four other men. 
them, George Harvath, was brought from 
the pit but a short time. before Taylor's 
lifeless body Came to the surface. 

Another of the rescue party, Tom Wood, 
tried desperately to save his companions, 
but felt the deadly nausea comiing on and 
Thén others took up the work, two at a 
time. 

All night they went up and down in the 
temporarily rigged bucket. The main 
hoists were both blown out by the force 
of the explosion, jut there were no living 
ones to save. 


Dead as Thick 


as Pine Needles. 

Dr. W. P. McCulloch of Cheswick, who 
had been in the mine for. over two hours. 
came up for a little warmth and a bite 
to eat. 

“Are there any men alive down there 
now, doctor?” 

“T don't believe there’s a man alive out- 
side the rescue party in that mine,”’ was 
the mournful answer. 

So far only one of the miners who went 
down to work yesterday morning has been 
brought out alive. 

The rescuers are being brought out coat- 
ed with ice, drenched to the skin and un- 
able to walk. 

They report that dead are scattered one 
above the other as thick as pine needles. 
Water is fast pouring into the mine, cov- 
ering the corpses with a shroud of ice and 
making the work of rescue almost impossi- 
ble. 

After+damp is collecting. 

There were many heroes in oilskins and 
overalls and with grimy hands gathered 
around the black hole. 

rt is a hard thing for men to go down 
into darkness and possible death, even for 
the lives of men they know, but there were 
many volunteers who were strangers to 
the entombed men. 

At every call there were always men 
enough to man the bucket. “Jack’’ Mc- 
Cann, an engineer of the company, made 
the trip twice. At first it was a failure. 
but as soon as Taylor had reached the bot- 
tom he was the next to go again. 


Wives of Dead 
Gather at Shaft. 


Again and again the meén were driven 
back to the fresh ald and the heat of the 
boiler rooms, but only to return. 

At the entrance of the mine a great trial 
in the work of the ragcue has been the 
wives and daughters of the men entombed. 

Beneath the rough exterior of the man- 
ager of the mine, according to the men who 
toil for him, there beats a tender heart, 
but work Was to be done and as night 
crowded down over the hills and the women 
with sad eyes edged nearer to the edge of 
the black hole, he was forced to send them 
back. He tried to tell them what he 
wanted, that he would do the best he could, 
but still they looked at him with appealing 
eyes. 

At last he put his hands kindly on the 
shoulders of the foremost, and turning to 
the pit, he pointed first there and then 
to the hamlet and uttered the one word, 
“Efome.” Then they went and left the 
men to do the work of rescue. 

“Want a signal rope?”

Mansfield of the Carr 
street station sent his men out to their 
posts with orders to use the dragnet: Not 
a dragnet for crooks this time, but a seine 
for sufferers. For five hours the men 
sought out the needy, pulling them from 
boxes in the alleys, from vestibules, from 
shacks that knew not the glow of coals, 
and in two instances fram snowdrifts where 
flesh and blood had thrown itself ta die. 

Ry midnight 75 men and women had been 
sheltered in the station house. Then the 
ery went out fer coffee arfd bread. The 
flesh had been warmed, but empty stom- 
achs as they thawed out presented an- 


other avenue for relief. 

Heading the subscription list himself, 
Lieut.

There, during 
the night, 80 men, under orders of Chief 
Kiely, were taken care of, not to be turned 
out in‘*the morning until they had been 
given the chance to get coffee and rolls. 

Those led by curiosity or compassion to 
the various hotels maintained by the Sal- 
vation Army found humanity packed like 
the proverbial sardines. At the ager 
Hotel, Eighth and Walnut streets, e 
than -800 meV were given lodging. Of that 
number scarcely more than 100 were finan- 
cially able to pay for a bed. The large 
sleeping rooms on the third and fourth 
floors were pressed into service and so fa? 
as possible every man was given a cot 
to himself. 

The same accommodations could not be 
proffered at the ‘‘Lighthouse.”’ established 
by the army, at Tenth and Market streets. 
The 600 men who swarmed in during the 
night swamped the reception facilities and 
it was necessary to Hterally stack them in 
piles in the basement. The men were 
thankful, however, to escape the biting 
winds on the street and gladly accepted the 
invitations to become units in the long 
rows of men’ who curled up on the floor. 
A steam heating apparatus that fairly 
threbbed a welcome kept the men warm.

BEDFORD, Ind., Jan. 26.—The murder of 

Miss Sarah Schafer, the attractive young 

school teacher, is still a mystery. 

The detectives who are working on the 

ease are divided into two factions, each 

following a different theory. 

One holds that assauit was the motive 

of the murderer. 

The other believes that a suitor killed 

her in revenge for a rebuke she had given 

him. 

The police have asked the aid of Joseph 

Heitger, a prominent young man and stu- 

dent at Indiana University, to assist them 

in solving the crime by any information he 

may have. 

Heitger is the man sent from Miss Scha- 
fer’s rooin after he had forced his atten- 
tions upon her, as related in the Chicago 
letter. Heitger is the man who attempted 
to embrace and kiss Miss Schafer, accord- 
ing to the stories of Eva Love and Mrs. A. 
V. Smith, who were told of the incident by 
the girl the morning following. He has 


the officers have searched his room for 
clothes showing the slightest trace of blood, 
but no eviden’e against the ycung man was 
found in his room. 

They rummaged through every drawer 
of the dresser in his room, examined mi- 
nutely every bit of clothing and made a 
general inspection of the Heitger home.
